EDITORIALS 


Registered and Certified 
Seed Crops 


This is the season when seed producers 
should be giving thought to the production 
of their pedigreed seed chops. Certain pro- 
ducers should be borne in mind in this regard. 
Such crops should of course be grown as far 
as possible on the most suitable and cleanest 
land available and definite plans laid to have 
them prepared for inspection in the best man- 
ner possible. Especially is this true in the 
case of prospective growers who have, not 
had previous experience in this type of pro- 
duction. 

The pedigree of the purchased registered 
seed is given on the official seed tags attached 
to the seed sacks, and unless such tags are 
sealed to the sacks the seed contained cannot 
be recognized as registered. Since they are 
the growers’ certificate of pedigree all the 


seed tags should be carefully preserved so | 


they can be used at crop inspection time to 


establish the suitability of crop for inspec- | 


tion. 
Application for inspection of the stand- 
ing crop should be made in ample time. These 


applications must be made to the Plant | 
Products Division, Canada Department of | 


Agriculture, Immigration Building, Calgary, 
for Alberta seed growers. The cut off date 
for acceptance of applications is June 30th. 
If the application is not received prior to that 
date the inspection will not be made until 
prior applications have been completed.  In- 


specton cannot be made when proper appli- | 


cations have not been received. Applications 
can be cancelled by the grower if at a later 
date it proves necessary. 

Proper preparation of fields for inspec- 
tion is essential. Many excellent fields have 
been refused recognition because of simple 
matters that were within the growers’ power 
to: correct. Improper isolation of the field is 
one of the prime reasons for refusal of regis- 
tration. Proper isolation according to rules 
laid down should be practised. 

Information regarding proper produc- 
tion of registered crops and proper applica- 
tion forms will be supplied on application to 
- the Canadian Seed Growers’ Association at 
Ottawa or the Plant Products Division, Im- 
migration Building, Calgary. 

General procedure in the production of 
crops for certification are similar to those 
for registration except in the Couch Free 
certification of grasses and other inspections 
of similar nature. In;such crops pedigree in- 
formation is not so essential; hence such in- 


spections do not guarantee varietal purity of | 


crop. These inspections are made to assure 
the absence of specific impurities. The rules 


regarding the filing of proper applieations | 


for this work are the same as for the regis- 
tration of crops. 


$10.00 Per Ton 


An Dastern newspaper takes exception 
to the $10.00 per ton increase applied to 
newsprint since April 1st by most of the pro- 
ducing companies, 

In the past few years the newsprint com- 
panies of Canada have steadily increased the 
price of their product — and the amount is 
always the same, $10.00 per ton. 
Canadian papers have attempted to carry 
these increarses but the new increase which 
was added on April lst, may 
camel’s back. There is almost certain to be 
an incréase in subscription prices. 

Many publishers are suggesting that there 
is no need for the April increase in newsprint 
prices and they point to the profit recently 
announced by the Bowater Newfoundland 
Pulp and Paper Mill, whose net profits rose 
from $4,069,829 in 1951, to $4,617,474 in 
1952. Nor will the publishers be called upon 


to shed any tears for the Howard Smith | 


Paper Mills Limited which recently announc- 
ed earnings for 1952 of $9,811,721, after de- 
ducting $4,241,107 for depreciation and de- 
pletion. 
as $3,826,882. 

If these companies are having a hard time 
getting along, their net earnings do not show 
any cause for tears.
